VISIT. AND THE INCUMBANCY OF ECUADOREAN PERM REP BENITES AS 
PRESIDENT OF UNGA THIS FALL, WE RECOMMEND THAT THE SECRETARY 
THIS YEAR HOST A BLACK-TIE DINNER, RATHER THAN LUNCHEON, AT THE 
CENTER. WE BELIEVE THAT A MORE FORMAL ATMOSPHERE WOULD APPEAL TO 
THE LATIN SENSE OF DIGNITY AND WOULD PROVIDE A VERY APPROPRIATE 
WAY FOR THE SECRETARY TO RECIPROCATE THE HOSPITALITY RECEIVED 
DURING HIS RECENT LA VISIT. 

2. WE RECOMMEND THAT LATIN AMERICAN PERM REPS ALSO BE INVITED 
IN ORDER TO AVOID ANY HURT FEELINGS WHICH MIGHT RESULT FROM 
THEIR EXCLUSION. 

3. WE ALSO RECOMMEND THAT THE INVITATION INDICATE THAT 
THE DINNER IS IN HONOR OF UNGA PRESIDENT BENITES WHO WILL 
BE RETIRING AFTER ALMOST 15 YEARS AS ECUADOREAN PERM REP 
HERE AT THE END OF UNGA SESSION. SEVERAL OTHER MISSIONS 
HERE ARE ALSO ARRANGING FOR THEIR FOREIGN MINISTERS TO HOST 
FUNCTIONS IN HONOR OF BENITES.
